Replying to your letter of April 15, 1921, in which you request 
passage for a hospital nurse and for your superintendent, from Nome to 
Point Barrow on the BEAR during the coming summer, please be advised that 
it is the desire of this office to assist you so far as the circumstances 
Will permit in your work in Alaska. 
In the particular cases concerning which you make inqiiry, it is 
. impracticable at this time to state positively that passage can be granted, 
‘es because of the fact that the facilities of the BEAR will be overtaxed in 
carrying accredited Government representatives. The request you make is 
authorized by this office, however, if you can make satisfactory arrange- 
ments With the Commanding “fficer of the BEAR at Nome. The exact date of 
the sailing of the BEAR from Nome cannot be foretold as it depends entirely 
upon conditions which cannot be foreseen. In this connection should pass- 
age be granted your representatives, no assurance can be given you that the 
BEAR will reach Point Barrow this year, as sometimes ice conditions make it 
impossible to proceed that far into the Arctic. 


For your information the address of the BEAR until May 2 will be 
care Division Commander, Southern Division, Coast Guard, Custom House, 
San Francisco, California, and after that, until May 15, care of Division 
Commender, Northern Division, Coast Guard, Seattle, Washington.

The only unpleasant thing about this place is the 
length of time it takes to get an answer to a letter. That is the 
only thing and we have to get used to it. 

We have not had the real cold weather as yet,-only one day the 
thermometer was down to zero. The hospital has been quite comfortable 
yout I find it hard to get the end rooms warm early in the morning 
/ {Iso am sending for four oil heaters, They will also come in very 
good if there is a room finished off in the attic as Dr.@riest says 
he is asking to have done. That seems to me a good idea. Dr.Griest 
feels as if the hospital is not anywheres near large enough and 
does not like the operating room so he has plans for an extention. 
I like the idea of the janitor being near on account of the fires 
during the cold weather. I have seven patients at present and could 


convénientiy take in two or three more.But more. than that. would up-.. . Py 
set things necessitating the giving up of the dining room. ~ Re ay ee. 

“ About—a month ago -I found I--had- to~have~help-with-my- werk 
so I got a young native girl in. She lives here and is paid ten ee A 


ydollars a month.She is worth fully that,helps me with the patients 

~and does a lot of the cleaning. By paying her I can keep her otherwise 
she would run off whenever she wanted to. I hope you will approve 
of that arrangement. I hear Mrs.Eide does not want to stay here 
and is trying to get her brother in Wainwright to come for her.She 
has not spoken to me about it but I will not ask her to stay. I will 
try to find some girl to teach. The best one for the place is some- 
one sent up here to be housekeeper. At the Methodist Hospital at 
Nome a sister of one of the nurses does all the cooking,oversees 
the cleaning and helps in the Sunday School work. It is a splendid 
arrangement. It is not just the best thing to have all native help in 

/the kitchen. I have to oversee everything and have not always the 

\/ time. I wish you could send someone like that here. 

f Dr.Griest has probably told you of the doctor and 
his wife who are here. They were at Herschel Tsland with the North- 
west Mounted Police. Mrs.Doyle needed an operation and he brot her 
here. They arrived on the"Lady Kindersley"September nineteenth and 
she has been in bed ever since until the last few days. She is just 
dveginning t@ walk a little so I do not know how much longer she will 
be here. Dr.Doyle has helped Dr.Griest a good deal with his work 
and nas given the anesthetics for the three operations we have had. 

Dr .Grpést is anxious for another nurse to be sent here next 
year. One who can give the anesthetic while I wait on him. 

He talks quite a lot of charging the white people who come 
here for treatment. I do not think it will be thort well of up here. 
Mirs.Bloomfield had a tooth pulled and he told her he did not know 
if the Board would approve of him charging her. She afterwards gave 
an oil heater to the hospital as she knew I wanted one. 

When the Hermon was here in September I got thirty- 
-/ five yards of outing flannel at forty cents a yard as there were 
no nightshirts for the patients here. It will:-be in his account to 
ou. Q 

y I am hoping an order for the building of an ice house, with 

,/ the lumber for it,willbe sent up next year. That is the most neces- 

/ sary thing here. Dr.Griest is having the ice room filled with ice 
then it will be locked up till Spring. Then we will see how long it 
will last us. Some people think we will be flooded by that time for 
it is not the right kind o° a place to keep ice. I am wondering 
what will happen,-we may be surprised to find everything all right. 

I am enclosing a few pictures which will,I think,be of 
interest to you. Mr.Hopson took the larger ones I took the others.

Dear Dr.Marquis:- 


We are all wondering about the mail. it was expected in 
a week ago but is not in yet. 

The Christmas work is over and altho it was a very 
busy time it was also-a happy time. I will enclose a program of the 
entertainment at the church which we had Friday evening,the twenty- 
third. Mrs.Nichols,the school teacher,did most of the training of the 
children. All the white people helped in some way or other. There 
were things enough in the mission barrels for all the children and 
young people to get a present and Mr.Brower save us avout seventy- 
five toys besides. Mrs.Greist had charge of the tree and presents. 
Besides the things the mission gave it was most interesting watching 
the presents given out which the natives had brot for each other;- 
reindeer head,piece of meat,reindeer skin,oogruk soles for boots, 
Sinew and a paddle. I did not see all the things. 

I had a little tree here for the children coming in and as the 
news spread there were plenty came. I had brot little toys and candy 
with me and gave them peanuts and popcorn also. 

At present we have four patients in the hospital. The little 
helpless boy who came in the twenty-ninth of September is still here 
and a couple of days age we took in a consumptive patient from Wain- 
wright. Then we have two women who were operated on the first part of 
December. 

To date we have had feentyitte patients with an average stay 
at the hospital of over twenty-four days. 

We are using a great deal of coal I am told tho I seldom have the 
second furnace going. Dr.Greist has had some trouble with the light- 
ing machine but it is going all right now. Probably he does not under- 
stand it. The washing’ machine has broken a couple of times and Dr. 
Greist has fixed it so we could use it but I am sending out for a 
new part. 

One Sunday Dr.Greist asked the natives for donations of meat 
and Slippers for the hospital. I am enclosing a list of the things 
brot. I have also added to the list other things which have been given 
to the hospital by the white people. 

Mrs.Hide has said nothing about leaving and I have heard nothing 
more about it tho I doubt if she has given up the idea, The girl, 
Helen is doing splendidly tho you have to oversee about everything 
the native does. 

I do not mind the dark days so long as we have the good 
light in the hospital to work by. And the Northern Lights at night 
are beautiful. 

Dr.Greist expects to start for Wainwright Tuesday and is leaving 
Dr.Doyle in charge of his hospital work. 
Trust you are well this winter.

It was so good to get your letters. I hardly looked for 
them though I did hope I would hear from you. 

The mail came last night. For days everything has seemed to 
center around the coming and going out of the mail. You may imagine 
how I look forward to it. This is our last chance to send mail out 
until the boats come in August. 

I received a letter from Dr.Condit in which he spoke of 
Siving up this work and taking up the work at Sitka. I could not 
help being very selfish and feeling badly for I know he is the only 
one who understands ‘how things are up here and I could write him as 
I did not want to write anyone else. 

I am going totell you right away the difficult part of this 
situation and get thru with it. I cannot in any way feel that Dr, 
Greist and I work together, He is never satisfied with my work in 
the hospital,frequently inferring before the natives that I do not 
do right.

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is past now and that there is a new day of real Christian cooperation and fellowship 
between the school and the ee and especially among the mission workers then- 
selves. 


You will recall that I told you it was not sieieh easy to get along 
harmoniously when separated so far from the life and fellowships of the old home. It 
requires very firm determination not to take offence where otherwise one might be in-~ 
Clined to do so, but to persistently refuse to allow any misunderstandings to arise- 


I wish you would write me a letter telling us about the little things 
that you meet with reference to the people, their ailments, disposition, capacity to 
bear suffering, and so on, for publication. Everybody who hears about the mission—- 
and we talk a great deal about it--is immensely interested. So keep us well informed 
and remember that things that may seem trifling to se will be suggestive and informing 
to us.

Having made several visits at Barrow, and being more or less familiar 
with the work being carried on there by your church, I cannot help but write a few 
lines of congratulations. A hospital had long been the need of the people of this 
region, and in caring for the body you are far more apt to reach their souls than by 
Just missionary work alone. In Dr. Greist and his wife you have two competent people 
fully able to carry on their work, and I deem it a privilege to have made their 
acquaintance, and to have seen the work which they have been doing. 


Dr. Greist was here at Wainwright some weeks ago, and I am sorry that 
he did not receive the cooperation which he should have, from the teacher here, but 
I do not believe this man to be a fair representative of the Bureaus teachers 1a the | 
North. Most of those whom I have met have been fine people indeed. 


I had the pleasure of meeting you in Cedar Rapids in 1913, I believe, 
thru Dr. B. H. Bailey, who has always seemed to me to have been the finest man I have 


ever known. The Church, Coe College, and his matly friends sustained a great loss when 
he died. 


The difficulties that a man meets here in the north is beyond the com- 
prehension of people “outside,” it costs an enormous amount of money to travel, and 
the hardships are only equalled by the pleasure of seeing a work worth while, well done.

He is a very able man, entirely wrapped up 
in his work and well liked by both the white and native people: Mrs. Greist 
4s a wonderful woman. She has the young sirls two afternoons a week teaching 
them sewing and knitting and things that all young girls ought to know, and on 
Fridays she has the young mothers and mothers to be- She teaches them the 
care of the little ones which is very important in this country. We are 
very fortunate in having Dr. and Mrs. Greist at Barrow. 


If at any time 1 can do anything for Dr- Greist I stand 
ready. | 


Mr. Ghas. D. Brower wishes to be remembered to you. In 
closing this letter I wish to say that Miss Dakin done everything possible to 
make my stay at the hospital pleasant and comfortable.

iy dear Dr.Marquis; 
Mr.Maguire has come to Barrow for a couple of days 

and has offered to take some letters out when he goes so that gives 
me another chance to write. The letters will probably catch the first 
Victoria’ 

I presume it will be pretty warm in New York by that time 
so I am going to enclose some ice pictures to cool you off a little. 
Don't they look inviting? One day Mr.Bloomfield took me about two 
miles out on the ice with the dog team. and we took some pictures. 
Mine are not good but these of his,I think,are splendid. You see it 
is not all work here, 

Our patients come and go,except the little boy from the 

Point who came the last of September and remains. At present we have 
six patients;-a four months old baby recovering from pneumonia whose 
mother also has tocstay at the hospital,a little girl of four and her 
brother six years old convalescing from paratyphoid(I believe that 
is the diagnosis) ,a woman whose leg was hurt while out with the dogs, 
a man from the Point who had a stroke and the boy from the Point. The 
man from the Point was brot in Saturday and after being up with him 
most of that night I was very much provoked the next day when Dr.Greist 
wanted to have men stay with him at night as he was not having proper 
attention. He said the people of Barrow and the Point were talking 
about it but I have been led to believe since then that Dr.Greist 
did not hear right---he seldom does. The office hours are busy late- 
ly,all kinds of troubles. One child hit another in the head with an 
ax over a week ago. The head is still rebelling over the treatment 1% = _ 
received. Another with bad mouth partly caused from stomach. Plenty of 


cases of disordered stomach,and eye troubles. 


I tried taking some indoor pictures one day. It is 
the first I have ever tried it so was not very successful. It was the 
last film I had so cannot go on with the experiment until more films 
come up next summer. No one has my size camera up here so I cannot 
borrow films, 

I have received three -missionary boxes from people or societies 
where lirs.Spence has spoken. One splendid one was intended for Christ- 
mas but arrived too late so I am keeping it for next year. 

The sun is quite warm these days so I am having a great deal 
of trouble with the frost melting in the attic and dripping thru the 
céiling. I have worked in the attic but with little result as the 
ceiling and floor are not finished. I hope for better things next year. 

Quite a party of the white people expect to start for Wain- 
wright the last of this week. I do not know how long Dr.Greist ex- 
pects to be gone. The people are getting in from trapping and we are 
quite busy so I suppose he will not stay long. 

Last night I,as his nurse,received a book from Mr.Allen. 
What do you think of the title}The National Dream Book"? If you have . 
not run across a book of that kind maybe someone one will explain it to 
ou. anes 
z Mrs.EHide has been working very well lately so I have said 
nothing about her leaving. I supoose she is settling that with Dr. 
Greist. | 
There has been an increase in our white population. Mrs.Nichols 
has a baby girl. Dr. and Mrs.Greist took care of her in her own home. 

Some of the people are most grateful for all that is being 
done for them, I certainly wish you could get up here and see every- 
thing.
